J. Henri Ripstra charter member of the Iowa Numismatic Association Number #1 died in 
Chicago at the age of 80. He was known as "The Grand Old Man of Numismatics", and 
President of the American Numismatic Association in 1937 and 1938, died May 4th. One 

of the pioneer members of the A.N.A., Ripstra joined in 1908( No. 939, Life 29). He 
held one of the few honorary memberships and received the 50 year gold membership medal 
in 1957. His election as 21st President climaxed his A.N.A. career. Ripstra was one 

of the founders of the Chicago Coin Club--among many he helped to organize-- and he was 
privileged tojoin in the 500th meeting celebration of the Chicago Club September 14,1960. 
He held Charter Membership No. 9 in the Chicago group. Henry Ripstra had many accomp- 
lishments--in numismatics, in business and in many varied interests. He counted as his 
friends people from all walks and all parts of the country. Perhaps the quality which 
makes him so memorable and indeed made him the man he was, was the zest and enthusiasm 
he had for life, and this he leaves for Numismatics,for the Chicago Coin Club and for all 
of us.

HISTORY OF "OTTUMWA COIN CLUB" 
January 1,1961 

During the early part of 1956, it became apparent that many persons in and around 
Ottumwa were interested in coin collecting, it seemed that each day some one new had taken 
up the hobby. 

Three persons, Earle Beman, Bill Ott and Willard E.Dullard met one day in the latters 
office to discuss the desirability of organizing a coin club in Ottumwa. Here plans were 
made, each of the three were to call persons whom they knew were interested in coin collect- 
ing, draw up a constitution and by-laws and hold a meeting to organize. After about three 
weeks of such planning this meeting was called. 

On April 24th,1956 the first meeting of this group was held in a room provided by the 
Ottumwa Courier with Earle Beman as temporary chairman. At this meeting a constitution, 
which had been drawn up by Willard E. Dullard was adopted, setting forth the purposes of the 
club, its organization pattern and by-laws. fhere were fourteen present at this meeting, 
all signing the constitution as charter. members. Bill Ott was elected president, Earle 
Beman as vice-president and John Ingle as secretary. 

The next meeting of the club was at the Lowenbery Bakery when two additonal persons 
were permitted to sign as charter members. At this meeting the pattern was set for future 
by holding a Coin Auction. The coins being offered to the meeting by members and auctioned 
by one of the group. 

One of the inspirations to this group throughout this period of organization was the 
presence and the suggestions of Dave Pierce, a local resident and a nationally known 
Numismatist. 

Meetings were held regularly each month and at the August 28th meeting the group voted 
to secure a membership in the A.N.A. 

The year of 1956 was closed with a joint meeting of the members and their wives at the 
Cornpicker, a local restaurant. The Ottumwa Coin Club had grown to a membership of 32 by 
January 1,1957. 

During the first year the club found that a coin auction and a door prize stimulated 
much interest. 

One of the highlights for the next year, 1957, was a coin display in all Ottumwa banks 
by the club. This display was successful and impressive largely through the efforts of 
Earle Beman, the chairman of the committee and the cooperation of the entire membership. 

On March 3,1957, Del Green, an experienced and highly regarded numismatist of 
Fairfield, lowa was voted an honorary membership in the club and thereafter until his death 
in 1960 attended meetings faithfully. 

By June of 1957, it was apparent that the main attraction at the meetings centered 
around the auction and rules were adopted governing: the number of lots to be offered by 
any one member; the minimum value of any one lot; and the manner of preparing and enter- 
ing lots for sale. These matters being agreed upon have added much to the success of this 
phase of the club meetings.
